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THE  CRIPPLED  CHILDREN’S  PROGRAM:  STATISTICAL  HIGHLIGHTS,  1961* 


I.  Total  Crippled  Children’s  Program 

For  every  1,000  of  the  population  under  21  years  of  age,  5.2  handicapped  children 
were  under  the  care  of  State  crippled  children's  programs  throughout  the  country.  They 
numbered  372,000,  an  increase  of  4.8  percent  over  the  preceding  year. 


Types  and  volume  of  service  to  program  children 

Information  on  physician's  services  reported  to  the  Children's  Bureau  concern 
such  outpatient  care  as  clinic  attendance,  visits  to  physician's  offices  and  physician's 
visits  to  the  home,  and  inpatient  care  including  hospitalization  and  convalescent  home 
care.  The  only  decline  in  service  (amounting  to  27  percent)  from  the  preceding  year 
occurred  in  convalescent  home  care  which  less  than  1 percent  of  all  program  children 
receive. 

The  largest  group  of  children,  both  absolutely  or  relatively,  were  seen  in  permanent 
or  traveling  clinics.  These  279,000  children  made  an  average  of  2.2  clinic  visits  during 
the  year,  a slight  increase,  since  the  figure  remained  at  2.1  for  more  than  a decade. 

A fourth  of  all  children,  or  85,231,  were  seen  in  physician's  offices  or  were  attended 
by  physicians  in  their  own  homes.  The  advance  here--8.4  percent- -was  greater  than  for 
children  seen  in  clinics  and  the  average  number  of  visits  amounted  to  2.4  per  child. 

The  sharpest  rise,  however,  occurred  among  those  requiring  hospital  care,  9.3 
percent,  but  the  hospital  stay  continued  to  become  shorter,  dropping  from  an  average  of 
21.3  days  per  child  in  I960  to  20.4  in  1961. 

Primary  diagnoses  of  program  children 

With  the  increase  in  total  children  served,  a corresponding  expansion  in  most  of  the 
broad  diagnostic  groups  could  be  anticipated  between  i960  and  1 96 1 . Of  the  39  specified 
categories  listed  in  Table  2,  only  the  7 following  groups  had  smaller  numbers  of  children 
in  1961  than  in  I960. 

Flatfoot,  acquired  or  unspecified 
Poliomyelitis,  acute 
Late  effects  of  acute  polio 
Refractive  errors 

Injuries  at  birth,  intracranial  and  spinal 
Tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints,  active  or  unspecified 
Late  effects  of  tuberculosis  of  the  bones  and  joints 

Children  with  congenital  malformations  far  -outranked  those  with  other  types  of 
impairments.  Not  quite  3 out  of  every  10  children  in  official  programs  were  given  care 
for  some  handicap  present  at  birth.  This  is  the  first  time  that  the  number  of  these 
children  exceeded  100,000  for  all  State  programs.  Children  with  congenital  cardiovascular 
conditions  represent  one  of  the  largest,  though  not  the  largest,  group  among  congenital 
cases-.over  20,000.  This  figure  also  includes  children  under  treatment  during  1961  in 
the  five  regional  congenital  heart  centers.  Because  regional  center  data  are  now  available 
for  another  5-year  period* 1  recent  trends  in  that  program  are  discussed  briefly  below.

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II.  Regional  Congenital  Heart  Center  Program  1957-61 


Separate  reports  summarizing  the  annual  program  activities  of  the  regional  con- 
genital heart  centers  were  first  submitted  in  1957. 2 In  that  year  686  children  were  under 
care  in  the  5 centers  located  in  California,  Illinois,  Maryland,  Minnesota,  and  Texas. 
The  following  year  there  was  a slight  drop  for  all  centers  combined,  but  since  then  the 
rise  has  been  steady  with  a total  of  1,480  children  reported  for  1961.  The  trend  for  indi- 
vidual centers  varies.  (See  Table  7.) 

On  the  whole,  the  centers  appear  to  serve  slightly  more  boys  than  girls.  A particular 
center  may  not  only  depart  from  this  overall  picture,  but  show  wide  fluctuations  in  this 
respect  from  year  to  year.  Half  or  close  to  half  of  all  the  children  in  these  centers  were 
in  the  age  range  of  5-14  years.  While  care  to  infants --those  less  than  1 year  - -rose  over 
the  5-year  period,  these  very  young  children  comprised  less  than  10  percent  of  the  total. 
Minnesota  was  outstanding  for  the  relatively  high  proportion  of  infants  treated  in  the  past 
few  years  (see  Table  9).  In  general,  however,  wide  differences  prevail  among  the 
centers  with  respect  to  the  age  distribution  of  their  heart  patients.  Demographic  factors 
such  as  sex  and  age  are  apt  to  be  greatly  affected  where  a selective  element,  such  as 
suitability  for  surgery,  is  the  prime  consideration. 


Cardiovascular  diagnoses 

With  the  variety  of  cardiovascular  conditions  amenable  to  surgery  at  the  present 
time,  and  the  expanding  resources  for  treatment  available  throughout  the  country,  the 
types  of  cases  coming  to  the  various  regional  centers  for  evaluation  and  surgery  probably 
represent  a very  diverse  group.  This  is  not  reflected  very  adequately  in  the  few  broad 
diagnostic  categories  shown  in  tables  10  through  15.  It  is  evident,  however,  that  children 
with  interventricular  septal  defects  constitute  the  largest  single  group  of  patients  served, 
ranging  from  around  a fourth  to  well  over  a third  of  all  children  coming  to  the  regional 
centers  in  the  5 years  concerned.  It  is  also  noteworthy  that  a substantial  proportion  of 
patients  with  this  type  of  cardiac  defect  were  children  under  the  care  of  the  Minnesota 
regional  congenital  heart  center. 

Overall  figures  reported  annually  to  the  Children's  Bureau  also  reflect  a relative 
decline  in  fatalities  among  these  young  patients.  From  a death  rate  of  9.2  percent  in 
1957,  it  has  dropped  to  5.8  for  1961.  Corresponding  data  for  individual  conditions, 
however,  vary.
